One set of 
these will be provided to the Committee and will be 
published as black and whites in the final report. 
Hence, high color contrast is desirable. 


6. This year, as before, we will be asked to 
provide unclassified summaries of the briefings within 
a few weeks of their presentations. Then we will be 
asked to declassify the transcripts. Both documents 
will be published by the Committee. 


7. The main subjects--the Soviet economy. and the 
Chinese economy--should each be kept to about 30 pages 
of text. Soviet and Chinese defense expenditures should 
be about 15 and 5 pages respectively. 


8. We will be receiving a set of questions from 
the Committee shortly. The JEC would like to have as 
many of these as possible. answered before the hearing. 
These will be farmed out when received.
